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I. Humanities and Mathematics in Plato’s Ideas and Walter 
Benjamin’s Ideas and Experience 


Actually the meaning of mathematics has remained unexplored and is 
just now that we arrive at what Cantor called Aleph and was about the 
word Aleph as in fact the presentation of God and Ideal-Objects which he 
meant was like a Power-Set above sets which becomes its master. And 
this meant that we were objects of daily life in search of God, which 
would be number and that would discover number in real life and was 
like Sirohi who thought he found God when he reflected on a proof with 
me once on a phone. 


Plato argues there is a hierarchy of infinite ideas and there is each 
discipline of the humanities which ascends to the purest idea which is 
mathematics, and it is in Walter Benjamin that this sequence is inverted 
as Sirohi argues in the sense of a Cantorian infinite which goes from 
above to below in an Alif, the Urdu letter which is a vertical line which 
means that there is a set of such lines in Cantor’s sense to produce only a 
representation in real life. How mathematics is then in Badiou, and 
infinite presentation which then is a situation which is an infinite 
situation which then is a simple infinite which then becomes ordinal and 
cardinal progression in sequences after sequences of nature or recently 
transitive nature in Sirohi’s publication of Being and Event by Badiou. 


II. Plato and then the Idea according to its relation to lived 
experience - Sirohi on the problem of abstraction and finally 
experience as free but also finally the metaphor presentation 
and infinite multiplicity which then is a free number but not the 
Infinite - what he means according to Christopher Hale 


Christopher Hale argues that number is a dense abstraction which is 
actually like surreal numbers and groups, and category theory, even 
finally set theory and parallel sciences and has been studied in Nobel 
Prize as the above point cross-referenced with these proofs of even Godel 
and astronomy which then is also Astronomy and such sciences all of 
which was like Sirohi’s metaphor - it is like astronomy, a set of numbers 
thrown here and there.
